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REMARKS 

Claims 1 and 4-10 are pending. 

No new subject matter has been added to the specification. 
Claims 39, 41-5 1 were allowed. 

Claims 3-4, 6-9, 12-17, 24 and 36 were objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim. Independent claim 1 has been amended to include the limitations of claim 3, hence 
amended claim 1 and all claims dependent thereon arc now allowable. Also, independent claim 
28 has been amended to include the limitations of claim 36, hence amended claim 28 and all 
claims dependent thereon arc now allowable. 

Claims 1-2, 10, 18-23, 25, 28, 31-32, 34-35 and 37 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103 
over llamada et al. in view of GB 375,260. This rejection is respectfully traversed by the 
amendments to the claims. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon has been reviewed but is not considered 
material to the patentability of the invention.

It should be noted that the above arguments are directed towards certain patentable 
distinctions between the claims and the prior art cited. However, the patentable distinctions 
between the pending claims and the prior art cited are not necessarily limited to those 
discussed above.
